“The archbishop didn’t go out 
of his way to be helpful,” Ache­ 
son said. “He threw monkey 
wrenches into the machinery.” 
Acheson, secretary of state in 
the

administration, 
drew a sharp distinction be­ 
tween the immediate situation 
on the island, where Greek and 
Turkish 
Cypriot 
forces 
are 
arrayed against each other, and 
the longer range prospect for a 
permanent 
settlement 
giving 
the Mediterranean island some 
new status in relation to Greece 
and Turkey. 
On Cyprus, Acheson said, the 
situation is so critical that “war 
could break out in 25 minutes.” 
But he said he is confident “if 
we get a period of peace and 
tranquility” the Cyprus crisis 
can be solved. 
The question of what to do 
next for a settlement is the 
principal question he will dis­ 
cuss with Johnson and Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk and 
other policymakers.

MERIDIAN, Miss. (AP) - 
Civil 
rights leaders 
planned 
today to take lejgal action to 
force desegregation of white 
grade schools here after school 
officials turned down the first 
Negro enrollment attempts. 
A spokesman for the Council 
of 
F e d e r a t e d 
Organiza­ 
tions, which sponsored Friday’s 
desegregation move by two doz­ 
en Negro children, said it would 
file a federal suit. 
The Negroes — including Ben 
Chaney, 12, brother of slain civil 
rights worker James Chaney — 
tried to enroll at five white 
schools. Authorities at each of 
the schools met them and read 
a written statement: “I cannot 
accept you in this school.” 
Meridian 
schools 
are

Four 
other public school systems in 
the state are, and three of 
them are desegregating. In the 
fourth, Clarksdale, no Negroes 
tried to enroll. 
The Meridian attempt was the 
third in recent days at schools 
not under desegregation orders.

The present amba.ssador to France is 
the veteran career diplomat aiwi Soviet 
affairs specialist, Charles E. (Chipl Boh- 
len.

There will be so many ways of remem­ 
bering the man who held Ohio’s highest 
judicial office longer than any other man 
that each of his contemporaries will have 
his favorite image — jurist, speaker, first 
baseman, teach« -, raconteur, good com­ 
panion, 
churchman, clubman, 
referee, 
athlete, 
scholar, lawy'er, 
author. 
Mr. 
Chief Justice Weygandt was no ordinary 
man. 
His was a full life, so crammed with 
Interests it required a big man with an 
outsize capacity for humcr and informa­ 
tion to hold evervtiiing that was ixit 
into it. But he always found room for 
one more thing — one more thought, 
one more friend, one more problem. 
Wayne County-, where he was bom, 
and all the other counties of Ohio were 
proud of this man who graced the state’s 
highest bench so long and so usefully— 
30 y-ears. 
His death at 76 c l o^ out a life many 
times more varied and useful than most 
men could ever hope to live. 


HE BEG.AN his stage craft 
at 11 a.m.. Sept. 1, by per­ 
sonally putting in a phcwie call 
to Mr. Labor, otherwise known 
as AFL-CIO President George 
Meany.

Kennedy. They knew that such 
Cabinet members as Secretary 
of the Treasury Douglas Dil­ 
lon and other economic and 
fiscal advisors had been warn­ 
ing Mr. Johnson not to yield 
to this clamoring demand of the 
labor leaders.

THERE H.4S been no more 
staunch a supporter of organ­ 
ized labor in Congress than Sen. 
Humphrey. He has opposed any 
efforts to impose restrictions on 
labiw unions. He has voted 
against all measures that would 
authorize 
injunctions 
against 
strikes or would strengthen laws 
against secondary boycotts. At 
the time the Taft-Hartley Act— 
the present National Labor Re­ 
lations Law — was passed, Mr. 
Humphrey called it a “profound­ 
ly reactionary'” statute. He said: 
“The act is worse than reac­ 
tionary, in the sense of seeking 
to reinstate a one-sided indivi­ 
dualism applicable to the work­ 
er but not to the employer.” 
The senator was particularly 
opposed to the provisions which 
forbade a “closed shop.” He 
made it clear that he believed 
that the “closed shop” — which 
means compulsory unionization 
—should be made lawful. 


GENERALLY speaking, Mr, 
Humphrey has almost always 
voted for large appropriations 
for public works and welfare 
projects. The senator also has 
been an ardent advocate of civil 
rights 
measures, 
but 
voted 
againri a proposal to give de­ 
fendants the right to demand 
jury trials when charged with 
criminal contempt in civil rights 
cases. 
While President Johnson, when 
serving in the Senate, was large­

Today’s highlight in history: 
On this date in 1774, delegates 
from all the Colonies except 
Georgia opened the First Con­ 
tinental G w igr^ in Philadel­ 
phia.

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Bellwether Syndrome In Politics 


Someone was wondering the other day 
why they quit using movie actors to in­ 
fluence public opinion in presidential elec­ 
tions. We hadn’t actually noticed their 
exit from the political scene, we guessed 
it was because movie actors didn't lead 
as many people into voting booths as into 
ticket offices. 
We can’t prove this, any more than we 


c m prove that labor leaders can or can­ 
not lead their dues payers into the political 
fold at election time. We doubt that they 
can, remembering how John L. Lewis tried 
to punish FrMklin D. Roosevelt and 
failed and how the CIO fell on its face 
when it tried to lick Sen. Robert A. Taft 
In Ohio. 
We doubt if the bellwether syndrome 
In politics is half as potent as it Is su- 
posed to be by these who wish it were. 
We remember how James A. Farley and 
others threatened to lead a stampede 
against the New Deal in 19%. The stam­ 
pede never materialized. We remember 
Southern reactionaries promising to swing 
tile 1948 election against Harry Truman. 
They made themselves ridiculous. 
All that ever happens is that people 
who already had made up their minds 
are given a semblance of a movement to 
tag along with and perhaps a few en­ 
chanted souls are happy in the illusion 
that they are leading something which 
they are tagging along with.

Mr. Humphrey was the co­ 
founder of Americans for Demo­ 
cratic Action, and has been its 
national vice chairman for many 
years. This organization, in the 
eyes of many businessmen, is 
just as much an “extremist'’ 
group as the John Birch Socie­ 
ty, though the views of the two 
organizations are d i r e c t l y 
opposite. 
The Minnesota senator has 
lined up almost always with the 
union-labor side in matters of 
legislation. The Committee of 
Political Education of the AFL- 
CIO, which before every election 
issues its ratings on Republican 
Md Democratic members of 
Congress, has for many years 
given Sen. Humphrey a highly 
favorable rating for his position 
on 
various 
issues 
affecting 
labor. 
The organization usually lists 
as “right” or “wrong" those sen­ 
ators who, in its opinion, favor 
or oppose the demands of the 
AFL-CIO. In both of the last two 
Congresses, the Minnesota sena­ 
tor has been listed as having a 
IOO per cent record in behalf of 
labor. 
The Americans for Democra­ 
tic Action — which is usually on 
the radical side of public ques­ 
tions — also gave Mr. Hum­ 
phrey a IOO per cent rating on 
selected issues in which that or­ 
ganization is interested. 


THERE HAS been no more 
staunch a supporter of organ­ 
ized labor in Congress than Sen. 
Humphrey. He has opposed any 
efforts to impose restrictions on 
labor unions. 
He has voted 
against all measures that would 
authorize 
injunctions 
against 
strikes or would strengthen laws 
against secondary- boycotts. At 
the time the Taft-Hartley Act— 
the present National Labor Re­ 
lations Law — was passed. Mr. 
Humphrey called it a “profound­ 
ly reactionary” statute. He said: 
“The act is worse than reac­ 
tionary’, in the sense of seeking 
to reinstate a one-sided indivi­ 
dualism applicable to the work­ 
er but not to the employer.” 
The senator was particularly 
opposed to the provisions which 
forbade a “closed shop.” He 
made it clear that he believed 
that the “closed shop” — which 
means compulsory unionization 
—should be made lawful. 


The Minnesota senator has 
voted

to 
give union members the right to 
sue in federal courts whenever 
there is misuse of union funds. 
He also voted against an amend­ 
ment to the McLellan bill de­ 
signed to protect union mem­ 
bers against unfair actions by 
their unions. 
On the subject of economic pol­ 
icy, Sen. Humphrey frequently 
has indicated that he does not 
think the public-debt figures by 
themselves are of great impor­ 
tance. He continuously supports 
the deficit - spending theories. 
Also, in a speech in 1960, he 
said that “the federal tax laws 
are rigged against the middle 
and low-income families — and 
for the big corporations.” 


IN VARIOUS key votes in the 
Senate on economic and tax mat­ 
ters, Sen. Humphrey has voted 
against reducing the depletion 
allowances on oil and gas and 
in favor of repealing the 4 per 
cent tax credit on dividend in­ 
come. He voted in favor of es­ 
tablishing a 20 per cent with­ 
holding tax on income from in­ 
terest and dividends. He has 
consistently supported measures 
to raise minimum wages, to in­ 
crease payroll deductions for 
Social Security and to increase 
the wage base on which the tax 
is calculated.

GENERALLY speaking. Mr. 
Humphrey has almost always 
voted for large appropriations 
for public works and welfare 
projects.

but 
voted 
again/it a proposal to give de­ 
fendants the right to demand 
jury trials when charged with 
criminal contempt in civil rights 
cases.

It would look as if she were 
depositing $1,000,

ally unbeknownst to the clerk, 
keeping the rest of the S5.000 
check for herself). Sally told the 
hank clerk that she did this fo r, 
-bookkeeping purposes.’ 
The cafe owner discovered the 
thefts, but Sally was broke. She, 
could not pay back the money 
she had taken. The owner sued 
the bank, saying that it should; 
have detected and reported to 
him. He claimed it was partly 
bank’s fault that he lost his 


money. 
The court of the state involved 
agreed. The bank should have 
detected Sally’s phony deposit 
The bank had to pay the 
owner’s losses. 
The bank owes all of its de- 
a duty to handle depos-

Otherwise it will be liable for 
damages. A bank has an abso­ 
lute duty to know a depositor’s 
signature, lf a bank permits 
money to be taken out of your 
account because of forgeries, 
the hank is responsible e v e n 
though the forgeries are hard 
to detect. 
Of course, there are times 
when a dejmsitor is alone at 
fault for a loss. His failure to 
check his monthly statem ents or 
his negligence in giving an em 
ploye power to write and cash 
checks, for example, may have 
brought on his own loss. Then 
he's out of luck.

Britiau Hoods Reversing Axiom 


LONDON (AP) — Britain is 
experiencing a crime boom. The 
cleverest 
lawbreakers 
t h i s 
country has ever known are re­ 
versing an old axiom to prove 
that crime does pay. 
Last year’s highlight was the 
$7-million great train robbery 
in Buckinghamshire, the biggest 
cash crime in history, carried 
off with breath-taking precision. 
This year may be known as 
the big escape year. Hardly a 
day passes but escapes are re­ 
ported. 
No. I escapee was Charles 
Frederick Wilson, one of the 
train robbers who had hardly 
settled in the maximum secur­ 
ity cell where he was sentenced 
to spend 30 years in solitary. 
His bloodless delivery by a slick 
.gang was 
so notorious 
that 
newspapers began referring to 
Harold Wilson, 
chief 
of the 
Labor party, as “ the other” 
less-known Wilson. 
The great train robbery and 
the Wilson escape opened Brit­ 
ons’ eyes to the fact that this 
country’s criminals through the 
years have been outracing the 
law. 
It 
is 
estimated 
that 
the 
chances of a holdup man in 
London will be caught and con­ 
victed today is 3-1 in the crim­ 
inal’s favor. For house burglars 
the rate is 6-1 and for auto 
thieves as high as 10-1. 
A Cambridge University pro­ 
fessor of criminology estimates 
that not more than 15 per cent 
of crime committed in Britain 
is brought into the open for 
punishment.
